tions, etce., to enable him to direct his own 
shipments each one might uge the same judg- 
ment as to disposition of that particular day's 
cars and all go to the one or two markets a8 
at present. Again, should this head office 
learn that sume small market was out of 
fruit apd would take one or two cars at high 
prices, each shipper would want to take ad- 
vantage of it. Should the central office give 
the information to only one man dissatisfac- 
tion would immediatety arise and suspicion 
as to the motive. whereas if the control were 
in the head office they would consign as many 
cars ag that merket would take at reasonable 
price, or if fruit was wanted at once, divert 
some nearby car, which mrgnt be within only 
a day’s run of such market. Such diversion 
could not be made by individuals, as half a 
dozen might be shooting at the same small 
market and glut it instead of holding it up. 
In other words, unless the head office 1s 
equipped with such machinery as will enable 
it to take advantage of the best markets with 
certainty of the results and use this ma- 
chinery to the advantage of the markets, by 
sustaining them, there is no need of ma- 
)chinery or head office, as anything less would 
but be the same chaotic conditions that have 
existed in the vast and against which the 
growers are apparently fighting.
